AFRICA — the  very  mention  of  the  name  conjures  up  visions  of  stupen¬ 
dous  things,  mysterious  things,  wonderful  things.  Roving  herds  of  elephants, 
lions,  giraffes,  zebras,  and  in  the  darkness  of  unending  forests  huge  reptiles. 
BIG  THINGS — deserts,  rivers,  waterfalls,  plains,  mountains,  solitude.  Dia¬ 
monds,  gold.  Vegetation  of  every  description,  exotic  things,  beautiful  things. 
No  wonder  God  created  the  gladiolus  and  placed  it  there  amid  such  surround¬ 
ings.  Down  through  the  ages  to  this  very  day  it  is  growing  wild  there,  new 
species  are  still  being  discovered.  Last  year  we  were  able  to  offer  a  new  one 
and  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  offer  another  new  discovery,  one  with  12  to 
16  blossoms  open  at  a  time. 

The  gladiolus  family  offers  summer,  winter  and  early  spring  flowering 
species.  A  number  of  the  summer  flowering  species  have  been  developed  and 
we  have  the  wonderful  gladiolus  of  today  with  the  many  possibilities  of  the 
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summer  flowering  species  by  no  means  fully  developed  or  exhausted.  The 
same  crosses  attempted  and  developed  today  would  produce  far  more  remark¬ 
able  results  than  were  produced  by  the  early  hybridizers  who  had  to  work 
with  hybrids  in  no  way  comparable  with  our  own. 

The  winter  and  early  spring  flowering  species  have  received  very  little 
if  any  attention  at  all.  The  only  true  winter  flowering  gladiolus  that  we  know 
anything  about  are  the  “Baby  Glads”  and  these  are  to  be  had  today  in  just 
about  the  same  sizes  and  colors  as  when  first  originated  about  108  years  ago. 
At  that  time  the  summer  flowering  gladiolus  was  just  as  small  and  as  insig¬ 
nificant  as  the  “Baby  Glads”  or  Colvillei  group,  and  certainly  what  has  been 
accomplished  with  the  summer  flowering  gladiolus  can  also  be  accomplished 
with  the  winter  flowering  gladiolus.  This  development  which  is  already  pro¬ 
ducing  some  remarkable  results  here  and  abroad  is  the  most  profitable  that 
can  be  undertaken  with  the  gladiolus  at  the  present  time. 

Our  vast  greenhouse  industry  has  changed  the  seasonal  flowering  habit 
of  many  plants,  we  can  have  almost  any  plant  in  the  dead  of  winter  and 
grown  to  a  greater  perfection  than  would  be  possible  in  the  natural  flowering 
season.  The  popularity  of  the  gladiolus  is  such,  its  usefulness  to  the  commer¬ 
cial  florist  is  such  that  there  is  a  great  need  and  demand  for  the  gladiolus 
in  the  winter  time.  The  solution  of  the  problem  is  very  simple,  the  genus 
supplies  summer,  winter  and  early  spring  flowering  species  and  instead  of 
wasting  time  trying  to  change  the  seasonal  flowering  habit  of  the  summer 
flowering  gladiolus,  which  so  far  certainly  has  not  been  accomplished  with 
any  degree  of  assured  success  and  profit,  we  might  more  profitably  work 
along  scientific  principals  of  plant  propagation  observing  some  of  the  under¬ 
lying  laws  of  nature  necessary  for  success,  and  devote  our  attention  to  the 
development  of  the  species  that  are  natural  true  winter  and  early  spring 
flowering,  besides  many  of  these  possess  the  added  attraction  of  fragrance 
and  other  characteristics  entirely  unknown  in  the  summer  flowering  gladiolus. 

A  wise  South  African  Government  has  placed  the  native  wild  gladiolus 
under  “The  Protective  Act”  and  bulbs  may  not  be  placed  in  commerce  there. 
The  seed  comes  true,  and  it  is  only  in  this  form  that  we  may  secure  the 
species  at  all.  Practically  all  of  the  species  offered  here  have  been  verified  at 
the  herbarium  of  the  National  Botanic  Gardens  at  Kirstenbosch. 

It  has  never  been  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  this  seed  and  we  have  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time,  effort  and  money  to  establish  contacts  in  South  Africa 
with  reliable  persons  who  were  interested  enough  to  make  it  possible  to  offer 
this  seed  for  general  distribution.

The  edges  of  the  petals  are  not  fluted 
or  ruffled  as  in  the  ruffled  type,  nor 
fringed  or  laciniated  and  hooded  as  in 
the  laciniated  type.  Ours,  is  an  open 
faced  flower  with  the  edges  of  the  petals 
rough  edged  like  the  ragged  edge  of 
hand  made  paper — hence  the  name. 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to 
the  stem,  which  is  characteristic  of  the 
type,  thin,  wiry  and  pliable.  Flowers  and 
buds  are  well  placed  and  not  many  on 
a  stem,  the  lower  segment  is  usually 
longer  than  the  rest.  For  florists’  fine 
make  up  work  and  especially  with  other 
flowers  it  is  in  a  class  by  itself,  graceful 
and  unobtrusive.  We  are  NOT  offering 
bulbs  of  this  type  as  yet,  but  are  offering 
seed  to  produce  the  type.
